speakers spoke in vigorous opposition to 
industrial, financial and transportation 
combinations. 
The problem in its rela­ 
tions to workingmen was discussed.

long list of prominent speakers was an­ 
nounced for the day and served to draw 
the largest crowd of the conference. 
The events and programme for the 
day’s session was overshadowed by the 
announcement that in the evening Col. 
Bryan of Nebraska and Bourke Cochran, 
at the head of the New York delegation, 
would speak from the same platform. 
The political prominence of the two or­ 
ators gave rise to the general feeling 
that the night session would be more of 
political than economic interest. 
The crowd which greeted Lonis F, 
Post of New York, the advocate of sin­ 
gle tax, was the smallest of the session 
sc far. 
His address was enthusiastical­

on “The Trust from a Socialist Point of 
of View.” 
Mr. Morgan was followed by Henry 
White, secretary of United Garment 
Workers of America. 
John W. Hays, secretary of Knights 
of Labor, spoke. 
He maintained that 
trusts are enemies to society. 
The announcement that W Bourke 
Cochran of New York, and W. J. Bryan 
of Lincoln, Neb, would discuss trust* 
from the same platform in the Central 
Music hall for a while yesterday, threat­ 
ened to bring about an open rupture in 
the conference. 
Reports had their in­ 
ception when it first became known that 
both orators would address the confer­ 
ence, crystalized during the day in a 
rumor that each would insist on th« 
right to speak last 
Just as the Tammany orator took his 
seat in the New York delegation at the 
opening of the afternoon session, he was 
called out by John W. Ela of the civic 
federation and Dr. Albert Shaw of New 
York. 
They engaged him in earnest 
conversation on the “priority” issue. 
The powwow terminated with the ad­ 
journment of the trio to a long distance 
telephone station, 
where connection 
with Lincoln, Neb., was promptly in- 
cured.
